AIphoDzo—You ask how the outer car 


wheels keep up with the inner ones, 
when tho train goes around the curve. 


The explanation, my dear sir, is very 


simple. The outer car wheels do aot 
keep up with the inner ones. As yon 
know the railroads of our country are 
very crooked. They are made principal- 
ly of curves Suppose the first curve 
outside a city turns to the .right; then 
as. the wheels on the left rail have to 
travel farther than those on the inside 
they naturally run faster and get ahead, 
but the next curve turns to the left and 
then those wheels on the right rail hurry 
around the curve and catch up with those 
on the left, and as th« carves to the right 
equal those, to the left, the result is that 
on a long road the wheels keep about 
even. 


Sometimes -when the tram strikes a 


straight road after making a long curve, 
the wheels OB one side may be half a 
mile behind, and if you lookout the rear 
windows you will see them coming down 
the track.

The voracious 
pike exists, it is said, to the age of 140 
years; the turtle is good for 100 years or 
more; and among birds the golden eagle 
is known to have lived 200 years; while 
the sly and sombre crow reaches the ven- 
erable age of a century. 


Passing up in the scale of life to man, 


and skipping the patriarchs, we find 
many recorded instances of longevity 
among the classic Greeks and Romans. 


Pliny notes that in the reign of the 


Emperor Vespaisan, in the year 76. 
there were 124 men living in the limited 
area between the Apennines and the Fo 
of 100 yean and upward, three of whom 
were 140 and four over 135.

wife lived to the age of 103, and the Bo- 
nan actress Luceja played in public as 
late as her 112th year. 


Coming down to more recent times the 


most notable authentic instance of great 
age is that of Henry Jenkins, of York- 
ihire, England, who died in 1670, 169 
rears old. He was a fisherman and at 
the age of 100 easily swam across rapid 
riven. 


Another historic case is that of 


Thomas Parr, of Shropshire, a day 
laborer, who lived to the age of 152 
rears. When more than 120 he married 
his second wife, and till 130 be could 
swing the scythe and wield the flail with 
the best of his fellow laborers. 


In his 162d year Parr went up to Lon- 


don to exhibit himself to tbe King. It 
>roved an unlucky visit, for violating 
he abstemious habit of a century and a 
half the old man feasted «o freely on the 
rayal victuals that he soon died merely 
of plethora. On examination his inter- 
nal organs proved to be in excellent coa- 
lition, and there was no reason why be 
hoold not have lived much longer save 
Or tali unfortunate test of royal hoapi- 
ality.

Wliat la to IK tli« Effect of Culuimal Pri- 


vate Fortunm on HiMillciw liitrlenln? 


(Boston Herald J 


Aiiyoue who, in the turmoil of our 


American life, stops long enough to' con- 
eider what the state of our business rela 
tions will be in this country a generation 
hence, cannot but be impressed by the 
fact that they promise to bring to the 
surface problems which have nem be- 
fore agitated a commercial community. 
Within the past generation we ha've wit- 
nessed the formation of quite n number 
of vast individual fortunes. These have 
been made with great rapidity, and, what 
is more, these personal :iccunuilntion« 
continue to go on at a prodigious rate. 


It is, of course, impossible to siiy with 


any degree of certainty what such men 
as Vandeibilt, Astor, Gould, Hunting 
ton and a number of others ire worth, 
but there is no reason to think that the 
reports which grade their wealth by the 
tens of millions of dollars are ovei esti- 
mates. 


Mpn may, in times past, have been rel- 


atively as wealthy as they, but in form- 
er days this was connected in bouie de 
gree with governmental responsibilities. 
That is, great possessions were not asso- 
ciated and were not concomitant with 
active business dealings, and hence, 
though men in the past had vast posses- 
sions and great incomes, these were not 
factors in mercantile affairs. 


But now all this has been changed. 


Because a man has more wealth than he 
can by any possibility use for his person- 
al gratification, he does not consider it 
incumbent on him to retire from active 
life. On the contrary he is fully as 
eager as any one to add to his store. 
More-than this, it has been demonstrated 
that by the death of a very rich man, it 
by no means follows that his fortune will 
be dissipated 
He may supply the possi- 


ble needs of liis children in a lavish man- 
ner, and yetallow the bulk of his fortune 
to descend to the nextgeneration unbrok- 
en 
In this wav more and more vast 


wealth is <K'cuiuul:iU<d in a few hands, 
and with it, ntutt is> of \:it>tmore impor- 
tance, vast men. in tile poner.

Dr. H. C. Yarrow, in his recent work 


upon the "Study of the Mortuary Cus- 
toms Among the North American Indi- 
ans," gays the Indian is buried in five 
different ways: 


First, by inhumation in pits, graves 


and eaves; second, by cremation, the 
ashes being buried m boxes, urns or 
scattered; third, 
by 
embalmment; 


fourth, by aerial sepulture; fifth, by 
nquatic burial. 


He is buried lying, sitting, standing 


and on horseback. Sometimes he is laid 
in a fantastic coffin, bright with feathers; 
sometimes he is put into a canoe and set 
adrift 


The Finos of Arizona generally pre- 


pare the grave before the patient dim, 
and, should he persist in recovering, the 
grave is left open until he does die. 
Stone graves, or cists, are rare, although 
some have been found in Tennessee. 


The Utes bury in caves. In many 


cases the funeral feasts which follow 
death are wild medleys, in which part of 
the company I.uncut, while others sing 
ittul dance. 


Among the Tolkotins of Oregon the 


deceased, on the 10th day after death, i- 
crcmated. The widow is compelled to 
lie on the burning pile till her body h 
covered with blister?. She is then com- 
pelled to dip her hands in the liquid fat 
which issues from the body of the corpse 
and anoint her face and bud> n ith it. 
When the i-inews of the leg* and arms of 
the body begin to contract, she is com- 
pelled to straighten

Indian represents the ghost, the player;

against him. If tlie invited p!:ijer«uc 
ceeds in beating tlie ghost, he takes a 
pile of goods and passes out, and so on 
until all the goods are wou 


This game, which is peculiar to the 


Sioux,is played in recent) eaisvutlioanK 
but, before the Indian became "cml- 
ized," it was played nith wild plum 
stones, variously figured.

A later traveler, Van Egmont, who 


visited the scenes of Mount Lebanon, 
seems also to speak of the same trees, 
which Manndrel mentions. He observ- 
ed them, he says, to he of very different 
ages. The old standard has low stems, 
growing like fruit trees, whereas the 
younger made a ranch more stately ap- 
pearance, not a little resembling pines. 
Of the ancient trees he saw only eleven; 
those of younger growth far exceeded 
that number. 


Somsof these old cedars were four or 


five fathoms in circumference. Under 
one of them was erected an altar, were 
the clergy of Tripoli and the neighbor- 
ing convent of Massurki sometimes cele- 
brated mass. From this tree spread five 
limbs, resembling substantial trees, each 
being (bout 100 feet in length, and in- 
serted into the main trunk about four- 
teen or fifteen feet from the ground. 
These are noble dimensions, though it is 
probable that the best of the trees now 
left, upon Mount Lebanon are only the 
refuse of the ancient race, as we may 
Well suppose the best were occasionally 
taken first If Solomon's botanical 
works bed still been preserved it is prob- 
able we should have met with trees of 
much larger dimensiotis than those 
which eittar Manndrel or Van Egmont
